The  production  of  margarine  based  on  reports  from  manufacturers  in  the  United 
States  amounted  to  54,196,000  pounds  during  July  1949.    This  production  was 
3,745,000  pounds   above  that  of  July  1948  and  7,184,000  pounds  above  the  July 
average  for  the  5  years,  1944-48 

Of  the  total  amount  manufactured  during  the  month  52,990,000  pounds,  or  98 
percent,  were  made  from  vegetable  oils  only  and  1,206,000  pounds,  or  2  percent,  from 
animal  and  vegetable  oils.    Coloring  was  added  to  10,177,000  pomds  of  the  margarine 
produced  leaving  44,019,000  uncolored.
